ting of Elood,they returned back,and lan- 


.ded again in another part of Holland, 


- But the Captain of the (hip having 1in- 
telligence that the Ear of Warwick had de- 
Livered up the-Navie to theKing,and that 
it was now under.the Command of Sir 
Fobn Pennington , came very couragioully 
amonelt the ſhips, and very boldly came 
aboord the Admirall, where be finding the 
Earl of Warwicke., and underſtanding hee 
had ſti]. the Charge ofthe Navie(whzch' he
